CONTESTED SEATS. 
NO HURRY NOW TO DO JUSTICE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. | 
WasuHtnerTon, D. C., Dec. 9.— The Commit- 
tee on Elections of the House of Representa- 
tives has not shown any signs of life since 
this session began. Chairman Springer has 
not yet even issued notices to the members 
for a meeting.

THE FIRE RECORD, 


Destruction of the Theatre Comique 
(Formerly De Bar’s) at St. 
Louis. 


Most of the Actors Engaged Therein Lose 
Their Entire Wardrobe, 


Springfield, Mass,, Visited by ¢ $100,000 
Tim Yesterday. 


IN ST. LOUIS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dee. 9.—The Theatre Comique, 
at one time known as De Bar's Theatre, located 
on Pine, near Fourth street, was completely 
gutted by fire this afternoon. The stanch front 
walls are alone standing. They were. built in 
the olden days ef honest masonry when build- 
ings were put up to stay. A defective furnace 
started the fire under the stage. The stage 
wardrobes of the performers engaged in the 
theatre were on the stage when the fire broke 
out. Nothing was saved. In the early stages of 
the fire the smoke was so dense as to prevent 
the firemen from entering the building. The 
employés, who first endeavored to save some of 
the furniture, were driven out by the suffocat- 
ing volumes of smoke. That was while the 
scenery, with its coarse canvas backing, was 
burning. When the flames climbed to the light 
wood proscenium, and then crept around the 
three galleries and set the chairs and benches 
on fire, the smoke was lessened. 
the fire was at this stage that some venturesome 
tiremen went to the main entrance and looked 
in upon a biasing, seething hell. Every 
part of the theatre wag on fire. The 
flames, carried upward by the strong draught 
through the ventilation in the dome, converged 
all one way, and when the guard to the ventila- 
tor was burned away the gfeat volume of fame 


went crackling and roartng upward through the | d 


roof many feet in the air. 

The work of destruction was going on with in- 
conceivable rapidity. Vainly did the firemen 
direct their powerful streams at the burning 
seats and galleries, until, warned by the crack 
of the latter, as they began to fall away in sec- 
tions, they were torced to retire to the outside 
and fight the flames through the windows. 

Many of the attachés of che theatre 
roomed in the small building between the Thea- 
tre proper and the Globe-Democrat building. 
The fire was slow in communicating to this 
point, and the Salvage Corps, with the assist- 
ance of employés of the house and volunteer 
citizens, succeeded in removing nearly all the 
furniture in the more accessible rooms. It was 
impossible to reach the rear apartments, and 
their contents went down with the general 
wreck that followed. George W. Reed, stage 
manager of the theatre, had §300 worth of ward- 
robe in one of the rooms. 

The firemen never worked so hard, or under 
such cheerless surroundings. The weather was 
intensely cold,and the spray from the hose 
streams froze asit fell. The firemen looked as 
though clad in mail. The ladders were covered 
with ice, and the bepumped fire-fighters slipped 
as they went up them, several narrow escapes 
being noted. 

The burning of the Comique just at this time 
will prove a particularly-sad misfortune to Man- 
ager Smith. The season is at its hight, and, 
after having been run down by former manage- 
ment, Mr. Smith had just begun to make sume 
money. He has a very strong company on 
hand, all ot whom lose the greater part of their 
wardrobes, which in the case of the lady per- 
formers are very valuable. 

On Sunday night Col. Thomas Snelbaker, of 
Cincignati, was to have opened with his vaude- 
ville company of forty-three performers, They 
will be forced to lie idle next week. 

Mr. Smith was unable in the excitement that 
attended the event to-day to state what his next 
move would be.

Dec. 8—A well- authenticated 
case of death from that occurred 
last week at Bellevue Hospital, has excited great 
interest among the medical fraternity. The- 
victim was Franz Adolph Axler, a robust youth, 
born in Germany, and 19 years of age, who was 
employed in a butcher’s shop at No. 160 Green- 
wich street. On the ist of November he ap- 
peared at Bellevue for medical treatment, and 
complained of severe pains, of a rheumatic 
type, in his limbs, and suffered from a high 
fever. He was examined by Dr. Hemmingway, 
who diagnosed the case as one of matic 
fever. The patient was admitted to hos- 
pital, and placed in charge of Dr. H. 
Moller. A day or two after his admission 

SYMPTOMS OF TRICHINOSIS 

were developed. Prof. Janeway was called, and 
on questioning the patient learned that he had 
been in the habit of eating raw pork. The pa- 
tient was “speared,” that is, a piece of the 
muscular tissue about the size of a three-cent 
piece was taken from his shoulder, and when 
placed under the microscope no fewer than 
thirteen well-developed trichine were discov- 
ered. The patient was placed under proper 
treatment for trichinosis, but he sank rapidly 


and died on Saturday last. <A post-mortem ex- 
amination was made with great care by Prof. 
Janeway and Dr. Moller, in the presence of a 


number of the Faculty ot the medical college 
and surgeons from the hospital. The intestines 
and muscular tissues were found to be filled 
with trichinw. Parent trichine were in the in- 
testines, and many of the females were in va- 
rious stages of production. Prof. Janeway said 
the corpse must have contained millions ot 
trichine. Young tape- worms were also found 
in the intestines. This death, Prof. Janeway 
said, should be a warning to all pers ous who 
habitually eat raw pork.

The Metropolis of the South Seen 
Through Northern Eyes — The 
Churches, Markets, Ete.— Worship in 
a Colored Chapel. :

Nuw OnrmaAxs, Dec. 5 first difficulty one 
meets with here, who is religiously inclined, is 
to find the Sabbath. If we look at the calendar 
we see it is the Lord’s Day, but if we look in the 
streets we are impressed that it is the Devil's 
day. Business goes on about as usual, save 
among the wholesalers and a few of the retailers. 
In many parts of the city the business done on 
the Sabbath exceeds that of any other day in the 
week. Notably is this true of the markets, 
whither all the ends of the city go to provide for 
their Sunday dinner. 

Every stranger should visit the French Mar- 
ket, and he will see a bit of France sewed into 
American life as a block is sewed into a quilt. 
The great time at this market is on the Sabbath, 
from 6 to 10 a m., and, laying aside our Puritan- 
ical notions for an hour or two, we wended our 
way to these marts of trade. On ourway there 
we met crowds with basket on arm filled with 
the best of viands, and surmised that we were 
too late; but, on reaching the spot, found that 
thousands yet remained to select their Sunday 
dinner. Bach department, consisting of meats, 
fish, provisions, vegetables, eto., is kept dis- 
tinct, and the varieties are many and choice. It 
must be a hard man to please who cannot satis- 
fy his fastidious taste here. One peculiarity in 
selling vegetabies is that they are put in small 
heaps and sold for so much a heap,—a nickel, a 
dime, or two bits a heap, according to size. Here 


are to be found all classes and conditions of 
men, both amo the buyers and the sellers. 
Even nals were represented.

Mr. LeLanp STANFORD, the railway man- 
ager and principal owner of the Pacific Coast 
roads, recently appeared before a committee 
of the California Legislature and protested 
against the passage of a bill regulating 
freights and fares. He denied the authority 
of the Legislature to pass such a bill, hold- 
ing that the Pacific reads were chartered by 
the United States and not by the State of 
California. The Chronicle points out that 
Mr. Stanford’s lawyers have asserted pre- 
cisely the opposit doctrine when defending 
the Central Pacific before the United States 
Courts and Congress. The truth is, that the 
roads or some of them are chartered both by 
the General and the State Governments; and 
either may regulate fares and freights within 
its own jurisdiction, in the absence of affirm- 
ative action by the other. So far as the local 
traffic is concerned the authority of the State 
of California is supreme; and it has never 
designed doing more than to control this. 


Ir is commonly believed in Washington 
that Mr. Sherman was once a candidate for 
the Presidency, but discreet persons do not 
twit the Secretary on the painful fact.

THE SIGNS OF BOURBONISM. | 
Those persons, whether Republicans or 
‘Democrats, who have hoped or believed that 
thé late crushing defeat of the Democratic 
candidate for President would lead toa break- 
upin the Democratic lines or a readjustment 
of Democratic policy may as well abandon this 
theory as altogether improbable, The four 
days during which Congress has been in 
session have served to demonstrate that there 
is not now, any more than in the past, 
the smallest purpose or desire among 
the Democratic leaders to strike 
out in any new direction. When 
Democratic Congressmen began to arrive in 
Washington there were occasional signs of a 
dispgsition to individualize and finally ac- 
knowledge the logic of successive defeats 
during the past twenty years. The Southern 
Congressmen came back from their districts 
with a feeling of bitter resentment to their 
Northern allies. This sentiment was not 
new nor striking, as the Southern Democrat 
has always treated the Northern Democrat 
with a good deal of contempt, whether in 
triumph or defeat. It was more to 
the point, however, to 
Northern members were freely venti- 
lating among their friends their disgust 
for the supercilious manner and selfish 
greediness which have characterized the 
Confederate control of Congress.

Congress this 
winter will be a political debating society, as 
it has been since the Democrats succeeded to 
the control, The leading men of the Demo- 
cratic party have no other conception 
of public life. Such ability as they possess 
runs in the direction of partisan discussions. 
It has been made evident that the majority 
in the House is not prepared to proceed with 
the necessary business of this session. But 
one appropriation bill has been reported 
trom the Committees,—the Fortifica tions 
bill, which can always be disposed of at

warrants the most stubborn resistance to the 
Democratic proposition, But, if there be no 
such partisan purpose, then the Democratic 
persistence in urging the proposed rule to 
the exclusion of all other public business has 
not even the justification of an intelligent, 
though pernicious, aim. If the Demoerats 
may be trusted in their repeated assertion 
that no partisan advantage is contemplated, 
then their position is confessedly idiotic. 
No contingeney can possibly arise 
in the counting of the Garfield 
and Hancock vote that will require 
any judicial interference of Congress. There 
is no disputed Electoral vote in any State of 
the Union, and the time has passed when any 
contesting Jist of Electors ean be prepared 
with the slightest color of right under the 
law. Hence the Democratic majority in the 
House must abide by the alternative suspi- 
cion of seeking to prepare the way for a con- 
spiracy against the declaration of Garfield’s 
election, or.the confession of insisting upon 
an arbitrary construction of a constitutional 
provision of vast importance at a time when 
it is nõt necessary to do so.

But the folly of. the Democrats does not 
stop with a flagrant obstruction of public 
business by urging a measure which at the 
best has no practical value now. Their 
desperate hold upon an organic political 
existence which never progresses is further 
signalized by the proposed renewal of the 
effort ¢o unseat Senator Kellogg, not 
only after the case has been finally adjudi- 
cated, but even after the decease of his con- 
testant. It has also been rumored in Wash- 
ington during the past few days that the 
Democratic managers are seeking to form a 
coalition with the Greenbackers for the con- 
trol of the next House, in the face of the fact 
that the Bourbon outrages upon the Green- 
backers in the South have been more 
savage than those practiced upon Repub- 
licans, and in perfect indifference to the 
fact that the Republicans have a majority 
of one over all. These two circumstances 
show that the Democrats are ready to 
rush into any extravagance and commit any 
folly to maintain their partisan supremacy. 
The necessary inference from all this is that 
Bourbonism is to-day as stubborn and obtuse 
as it ever was. 

It is probable that the suggestion for the 
dismemberment of the Democratic party has 
been made in good faith in certain quarters. 
But there is not the slightest prospect of its 
realization. It is too sensible a proposition 
to be within the possibilities of Democrati¢ 
adoption. The Democrats hopeagainst hope. 
In every district where there is the most 
remote prospect of electing a Democratic 
Congressman there will always be a remnant 
of the Democratic party. The same is true 
of every county, city, town, village, and 
school district where office is to be had and 
the Democrats have any chance for obtain- 
ing it. Independence inside the Democratic 
party is purely mythical. The caucus is su- 
preme. There are no divisions at any critical 
moment. The loudest protest on the outside 
changes to the most docile obedience to the 
dictation of party on the inside. Intrigue 
by fair means and by 
foul, will be the ruling motive of 
the Democrats at all times. if the 
prolongation of the existence of the 
Democratic party shall continue to be a 
guarantee of Republican success, the Re- 
publicans. may confidently look forward to 
as extended a career in the future as they 
have enjoyed during the past generation; 
and if there be any genuine Conservatives, or 
Liberals, or persons claiming any other va- 
riation from Bourbonism, who are members 
of the Democratic party, they must make up 
their minds either to stifle their aspirations 
for progress or quit a party that will never 
learn to move forward.

THE IRISH IN AMERICA. 
Bishops Spalding of Peoria and Ireland of 
Minnesota are doing a good and practical 
work in calling attention to the wretchedness 
and intemperance of too many of the Irish 
people in this. country, and using their best 


efforts to alleviate their condition. We have 


already referred to their recent ad- 
dresses upon widespread whisky-drinking 
among the 
gestions to their coadjutors as to methods in 
which they could attack this great evil and 
mitigate if-not almost entirely eradicate it. 
On Wednesday evening, the same good Bish- 
ops addressed themselves to the task of di- 
verting the great tide of Irish emigration 
from the large cities to the newer Western 
States and Territories, where cheap land 
could be had. Bishop Ireland devoted him- 
self to showing how successful Lrish colonies 
had proved in Minnesota, Dakota, and Iowa, 
and as he is President of the Lrish Coloniza- 
tion Society, and has been actively and per- 
sonally engaged in advancing its interests, 
he speaks by the card. Bishop Spalding, 
on the other hand, spoke of the misery of 
the Irish laboring classes in large American 
cities. As a text for some brief comment 
we quote the following statements from the 


Bishop’s address: . 
Looking at the Catholics as they were, b 
found them scattered very much, poor, and em- 
ployed, rather than employing; and. while it 
was true that they were well rep resented in the 
cities, the census of 1870 showed that there were 
only 88,000 Irish Catholics out of 1,700,000 in the 
country engaged in farming. The Germans, 
with a much less pulation, had about 250,000 
families engaged in farming, and, as a ciass. 
were more prosperous. One-half of the Ameri- 
cahs, one-third of the Germans, and only one- 
thirteenth of the Irish were employed in tilling 
the soil. Was this as it should be, and were 
Irishmen satisfied with the showing? Those who 
were not farming,—not owners of land.—he went 
on to say, were hired out at rough work for 
some one else, and little else than slaves. He 
thought the irish people were standing in 
their own light, tor it was notorious that, as a 
class, they were not enjoying the benefits and 
blessings of the free country they had sought, 
and were little if any better off here than they 
were or could be upon their native soil. In New 
York be had seen 390,000 [rish Catholics living at 
the soup houses, and in Massachusetts be had seen 
the poor-houses largely filled with them, and it 
all came of the fact that somehow they had per- 
sisted in seeking masters, rather than seek to 
be their own masters,—to become the owners of 
something. Then, again, there was a moral view 
to be taken of the situation, for the life the muss 
of the Irish people were leading was subjecting 
them to temptatéipn of all kinds, especially drink- 
ing. The factory-tife, somehow, crea a taste 
for alcohol, and no ciass suffered more from such 

poison than the Irish, he was sorry to say. 


Fully one-half of the American-born peo- 
ple are engaged in farming. The entire 
South may be said to be an agricultural sec- 
tion, and of the 6,000,000 blacks 5,000,000 are 
engaged in ‘farm labor. One-half the Ger- 
mans who come to this country go upon 
farms, and only those, as a rule, remain in 
the city who were brought up to mechanical 
trades at hom e. Of the Scandinavians more 
than two-thirds pass through our great cities 
and scatter themselves broadcast over the 
West to engage in the cultivation of the soil.

the cities neither Bishop Spalding nor Bishop 
Ireland pointed out in discussing this sub- 
ject. The one great cause why they flock 
into seaports and towns and remain there is 
because they have no money with which to 
go West and buy farms, and the reason why 
they have no money is that while 
at home, where they are farmers, 
they have been robbed of all their 
earnings by the crushing, ruinous 
sytem of English landlordism. There is no 
manufacturing in Ireland as in England, 
chiefly for want of coal and iron, to support 
them. A few of them are engaged in small 
shops and trades, but the vast majority are 
tenant-farmers, and the only business in 
which Ireland can be said to be engaged is 
the exportation of its farm products to En- 
gland to pay its rents, while nothing is 
brought back, and its evicted people look to 
America to keep them from starvation and 
death. There are 600,000 tenant-farming fam- 
ilies in Ireland. representing 4,000,000 out of 
the 5,500,000 people, engaged in farming and 
being plundered of everything they raise 
above pauper’s subsistence, and those who 
cannot get over here to escape the robbery 
are supported by contributions from this 
country. They come herein vast numbers 
under the pressure of starvation, the most of 
them evicted wretches sent here by charity 
after being pauperized by the English land- 
lords. They cannot even increase their pro- 
duction in order to get a living, for the mo- 


ment the production of the land increases 
is one of 


the rent goes up, which 
the worst features of a land system 
and of a systematic, organized pian of rob- 
bery that is worse than anything ever prac- 
ticed by the brutal Turks upon the Christian 
husbandmen, These starved and peeled 
wretches pour over here by hundreds of 
thousands, and arrive at New York penni- 
less, without a second coat or second shirt, 


involuntary paupers, —-paupers not from dis- 


inclination to work, but made so by a brutal 
izing and infamous system of land robbery. 

. How can these destitute men buy farms in 
this country? They cannot even go West” 
for some time after landing. They hang 
about the seaboard cities until they get work 
on railroads, canals, wharves, and docks, 
and so gradually work their way westward 
with the very hardest of manual labor, at the 
yery lowest of day wages. Many younger 
men and women get into factories or 
machine shops, and there they stay. 
The girls go into private families, and 
hotels, and boarding-houses as servants, and 
the married women take in washing or do 
any work that will earn a shilling. The 


married men seek employment with shovel, 


pick, and hod, or work that will earna meal’s 
victuals. Meanwhile, from the very nature 
of the situation, multitudes get into bad 
company and bad habits, drink more than 
is good for them,“ and squander what they 
earn, while the very inconsiderable number 


who can save enough to get a little land do 


well, because the Irish as a rule are good farm- 
ers, hard workers, and like to deive in the 
soil. : 

The problem before the good Bishops, 
therefore, is, to find means to supply these 
hard-working toilers with money and with 
inducements to take up land and go to farm- 
ing. One of the greatest works the 
Roman Catholic Church in this country 
ean do is to enlist all its mighty power 
and influence over its laity to get them 
away from the cities and towns, and induce 
them to go upon land, where they can make 
a good living, and grow up to be honest, 
sober, and respectable men. There is no 
better class of farmers in the world, but how 
a farmer is to buy a farm without money is a 
problem that will tax any one’s ingenuity to 
solve. The Germans, Norwegians, and 
Swedes, or the larger number of them, go to 
farming because they bring enough money 
with them to purchase farms; but how many 
of them would be any better off than the 
Irish if they had been similarly robbed and 
pauperized ? 


ENGLAND'S DILEMA. 

The British Government is at this time 
placed in an awkward dilema. The pres- 
ent Ministry was called into power upona 
distinct pledge that it would deal with Ire- 
land in a kind and coneiliatory manner. The 
Liberal party includes among its leaders the 
representatives of the Radicals, the Whigs, 
and the Liberals proper. The Whigs have 
always been the extreme defenders and 
champions of the landlords, and Lord Hart- 
ington is at one and the same time a Cabinet 
officer, a Whig, and an owner, present and 
prospective, of one of the largest landed 
estates in the Kingdom. The devotion of the 
Whigs to the landlord interest has always, 
however, overruled all other considerations. 

The progress of the Irish Land League has 
exceeded the expectations of even its most 
sanguine friends. There are about 600,000 
tenant-farmersin Ireland, embracing nearly 
four millions of the people. The League in- 
cludes all the Catholic population, and nearly 
allthe Protestant except those enrolled in 
the Orange lodges. It has captured three of 
the four Provinces and aconsiderable part of 
the other. It now embraces all the Irish ex- 
cept part of those in five or six counties in 
the North and except those in the English 
settlement in and around Dublin. The 
League has so far been successful in repress- 
ing violence; the shootings have been few 
and against its protest. 

For the first time the great bulk of the 
Irish have béen united, and united for a 
rational purpose and one which appeals to 
the humanity of theage. Itis a union for 
the preservation of the existence of the 
people,—for the maintenance of the right 
to live. Hitherto the Irish have been 
seduced into various schemes of forcible 
resistance,—three millions of unarmed, unor- 
ranized, unclothed, and unfed people, 
striving to overthrow a powerful empire. 
That delusion is not now presented, The 
people are now asking the right to live and 
release from a bondage which has no parallel 
outside the Christian States subject to Turk- 
ish rule. The Irish organization, instead of 
assuming the character of a political rebell- 
ion, bas now the character of a farmers’ 
„ national strike.” The farmers refuse to 
work on the terms proposed to them by the 
feudal lords. Their refusal to work, and to 
pay beyond a reasonable rate of rent, renders 
the land no longer profitable to the absentee 
lords, 

The landlords in their desperation demand 
coercion.—they demand that the island be 
overwhelmed with military, and that the 
habeas corpus be suspended and martial law 
proclaimed. Arresting and imprisoning men 
and women will not compel tenants to pay 
rent, nor will it cultivate the soil; evicting 
600,000 tenant-farmers and their families 
from the land will not dispose of them nor 
conquer them; there are not prisons enough 
in the Kingdom to contain the whole people, 
who must at the same time be fed and 
clothed. In the absence of any armed or 
other rebellion against the Government or 
the law, the demand is made that the Govy- 
ernment must suspend the law and declare 
military rule. Against this the British 
sense of justice and the traditions of 
British liberty protest. has been 
fourteen years since the rpus 
act was suspended in England, in 
the case of the great strike, and all England 
has ever since been humiliated at the pro- 

John Bright forcibly declares that 


bad it telegraphed to 


the law by suspending the law is so grossly | 


inconsistent that it cannot be justified with- 
out some cause not yet shown being 
presented. That is one form of the British 
dilema. Another presents itself equally as 
forcibly. 

The writ of habeas corpus e only be 
suspended by act of Parliament, and by even 
a more ancient right freedom of debate can- 
not be denied in Parliament. The bill to 
suspend the writ of habeas corpus can never 
be passed so long as any respectable number 
of the members shall oppose it, and that such 
a bill would be opposed to the last extremity 
is most certain. To secure such a 
suspension, therefore, the House of Commons 
must revolutionize the history of Parlia- 
ment, by adopting whatis known in this 
countrgyas the “previous question,” which 
cuts off and prohibits ali debate. The Brit- 
ish people have always resisted such an 
abridgment of debate as a destruction of the 
highest protection to public liberty. The 
Ministry, therefore, cannot, evenif so dis- 
posed, suspend the habeas corpus without 
first abolishing freedom of debate and de- 
stroying the right of unlimited discussion. 
A discussion of a bill to suspend the habeas 
corpus, and hand over all Ireland to mili- 
tary law, would shake the Kingdom to its 
foundation. 

Thus, the coercion demanded by the Whigs 
and by the Tory landlords is not possible 
without another and prior suspension of the 
great right of freedom of Parliamentary 
debate, which will never be surrendered 
without a struggle. 

In the meantime, the Ministry, with its own 
followers divided, and conscious that the 
real measure for the emergency is not coer- 
cion, nor military law, nor brute force, nor 
the further physical degradation of the Irish 
people, proposes to submit to Parliament a 
measure having for its purpose the substan- 
tial point demanded by the Land League. It 
proposes to break the landlord despotism, 
not merely in Ireland, but also in England. 
it proposes to change the tenure by which 
lands are held in Ireland, and give to the 
people of that blighted land some degree of 
right, and some hope of maintaining life 
from the proceeds of their labgr. Instead of 
coercion to suppress the strike, the Ministry 
proposes to remove the cause of the strike. 
It proposes to give to the tenant 
sufficient out of the proceeds of 
his labor to support life,—to limit 
the rate of rent and to fix a price at 
which the tenant may ultimately purchase 


the land. It is proposed to enlarge the con- 


stituency of the Land League by removing at 
the same time the restrictions whieh in like 
manner (but to a less extent) bear oppress- 
ively on the tenant-farmers of England, and 
to open to the tenants of both islands the 
right and privilege now prohibited of be- 
coming in time the owners of the soil they 
cultivate. 5 

Parliament will meet soon after the holi- 
days, and, unless madness shall seize the 
Irish and force them into insane acts of vio- 
lence, Mr. Gladstone’s Ministry will meet 
the great emergency by avoiding the revolu- 
tionary legislation demanded for the suppres- 
sion of the national Irish strike, and propos- 
ing to remove the causes which have pro- 
voked that strike and have alone rendered it 
possible.

Says acontemporary: Land Leagues are 
becoming in Ireland almost as numerous as 
limited liability companies. They are springing 
up on all sides like mushrooms. Each day the 
formation of some new league is announced, 
and it must be admitted that the prospectus is 
of a very inviting character. The “ Ladies’ 
National League and the “House League” 
are the latest schemes of this kind; and there 
seenis to be no reason why they should not be 
suceessfully “floated.” The “ Ladies’ Land 
League is stated by the Freeman's Journal to 
have been formed by some patriotic ladies of 
Dubtin, and has for its object the protection and 
aid of evicted widows and orphans. It is to have 
a central committee in Dublin, which will be in 
connection with the Irish National Land League; 
and branches are to be formed in every county 
in Ireland. It its operations extend to the pro- 
tection and relief of the widows and orphans of 
murdered and ruined landlords and agents, it 
may become an extremely useful association. 
The House League is a movement set on 
foot in Limerick. The necessity for the estab- 
lishment of the League is grounded on the al- 
leged fact that as much tyranny and injustice 
have been practiced by landlords in the towns 
asin the counties. There cannot be a doubt 
that the landlords of town houses, both fur- 
nished and unfurnished, still cling to the notion 
that they have aright to claim rent from their 
tenants.

Another and a most formidable complica- 
tion has arisen in South Africa, The Trans- 
vaal Boers have at last exchanged passive 
discontent for active resistance, and a collis- 
ion with the Imperial troops seems inevita- 
ble. The Boers, who have never recognized 
British ruie and never taken the oath of alle- 
giance, have always declined to pay the taxes 
which the Government bas levied, and on 
this the Transvaal question has turned. If 
the collision, as noW appears inevitable, 
takes place upon this question, it is to be 
feared that the whole of the Dutch popula- 
tion may unite in resisting the imperial 
troops. Potchefstrom, the former Capital of 
the ‘Transvaal, where the Boers are reported 
to have resisted the execution of the Sheriff's 
writ, is about 100 miles from Pretoria, and 
some seventy from Rustenburg, the point from 
which troops have been dispatched.

LEFEVRE. 

Loxpox, Dec. 9.—Shaw Lefevre, the new 
Commissioner of Works and Buildings, who 
is universally recognized as holding most 
liberal views on the subject of Irish land, 
and who has stated that he was advanced to 
his present post speciaily with a view to the 
services he could render in debates on the 
land question, in his speech at Reading last 
night, said that ownership was the highest 
degree of security known to law, but there 
were many degrees of security for tenants 
short of this, which might be capable of 
more extended application. The formation 
of a class of peasant proprietors must, he 
said, necessarily be slow, unless we 
are prepared to expropriate landlords at our 
own price. It would be easy to show that 
this could not be for the benefit of Ireland. 
It would multiply the evils of absenteeism 
five fold, and would result in not only a fifth, 
but all the rent of Ireland being sent out of 
Ireland in the shape of interest on purchase 
money.

THE LAND BILL.

Berwin, Dec. 9.—In the Lower House of 
the Prussian Diet, to-day, Herr Von Putt- 
kammer, Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
replying to the statement of Herr Wind- 
thorst, the Ultramontane leader, relative to 
the grievances of Catholics, said the Govern- 
ment fully shared their sorrow at the little 
progress made in the attempt to reconcile the 
present differences.

THE JUDENHETZE. 
GERMAN HOSTILITY TO THE JEWS—THEY ARE 
„ CHARGED WITH CHEATING, OVERREACH- 

ING, AND ABSORBING WEALTH—HOT 

WORDS. 

Beri, Dec. 6.—The anti-Semitic peti- 
tion addressed to Prince Bismarck has been 
withdrawn from circulation in many parts of 
the Empire. The protest of students in the 
capital has drawn similar manifestoes from 
almost all the University towns; and though 
there is little doubt that the movement is 
deep rooted, yet the feeling against giving 
it public proclamation and official cogni- 
zance is much too strong for those who set 
it on foot. 

The second day’s debate on the Jewish 
question in the Prussian Chamber of Depu- 
ties was longer and more tumultuous than 
the first. This was mainly due to the fact 
that the fierier and more ferocious spirits, in- 
cluding the notorious Court Chaplain, had 
been compelled to hold their arguments and 
their eloquence in reserve till them Plenty 
of personalities and party recriminations 
were indulged in; scenes and interruptions 
were of frequent occurrence; and the Presi- 
dent certainly had no reason to complain of 
the lack of muscular exercise in the use of his 
bell; but those who came with open and impar- 
tial minds in the hope of profiting by really 
fresh arguments on the subject were doomed 
to bitter disappointment. Herr Bachem, editor 
of the Ultramontane Kolnische Volkszeitung, 
opined that the prominent phase of the Jew- 
ish question at present was the economical 
one, and it was not to be denied that a very 
large proportion of the Hebrew population 
had “exploited” their Christian fellow sub- 
jects in an immoral and contemptible way. 
The speaker also poured out the vials 
of his indignation against certain Jewish 
organs of the press on account of their loose 
and aggressive tone. In those two respects 
he wished the anti-Semitic agitation all suc- 
cess, but he would accord the Jews full re- 
ligious liberty. Herr Richter, mighty in fig- 
ures and Prince Bismarck’s bane, rose from 
among the Progressists to demolish the pre- 
ceding charges. There were, he said, more 
Christian than Jewish usurers, and it was a 
Jew, Dr. Lasker, who first exposed the bub- 
ble company (Gründung) swindles. The 
founder of the largest popular savings-bank 
was alsoa Jew. He held the present agita- 
tion to be much more dangerous than that of 
the Social Democrats, but while the chief of 
the latter had been expatriated and expelled, 
the ringleaders of the anti-Semitic League 
were left in the calm enjoyment of their of- 
fices and dignities.e The hand of the Gov- 
ernment and of the Chancellor was evidently 
behind the movement, and it was to sound 
and at the same time to warn the Govern- 
ment that the interpellation had been tabled. 
Amid a buzz of intense excitement, followed 
by a deep, attentive silence, Herr Hofpredi- 


ful. Thirty-five thousand shares were de- 
manded here in two days, and 15,000 were 
subscribed for in the provinces. Most Span- 
lards believe the opening of the Isthmus of 
Panama will benefit their colonies in the 
West Indies. .

THE FORTUNE BAY AFFAIR. 

Toronto, Dec. 9.—In an article on the Presi- 
dent's message the Globe says:; The passage in 
the President's message of immediate interest 
to Canadians is that in which the President as- 
serts that the British Government has recog- 
nized the American claim to indemnity for the 
Fortune Bay affair, and proposed that the con- 
ference shall be held to determine the conflict- 
ing interestsof Canadian fishermen. If Lord 
Granville has actually proposed to concede all 
that the President states it will be the duty of 
the Dominion Government to enter a firm pro- 
test on behalf of Canadian rights. Though 
Newfoundland is not a member of the 
confederation, she occupies to the 


the Dominion. It is time the Government of the 
Confederation should assert the position in Can- 
ada in this matter so that _the British Govern- 
ment may understand the vity of the ques- 
tions that may arise from placing the people of 
Canada in a difficult position.” The Mail says:

MORE TROUBLE. 

The meagre and indefinit dispatches giving the 
result of the meeting of the St. Louis Passenger 
ana Ticket Agents, held at the west end of the 
Bridge Wednesday, left doubt whether the rates 
had been cut both from Kansas City and St. 
Louis to seaboard points or from Kansas City 
alone. The official record of the proceedings as 
published by the St. Louis papers dispels all 
doubt regarding the matter and shows positively 
that the St. Louis roads leading Rast have also 
reduced the rates from St. Louis to $21, the same 
as they charge from Kansas City, which is a re- 
duction from the regular rates of $3.25, and 
makes the St. Louis rate to New York, but $1 
more than is charged from Chicago. The official 
record shows the fullowing action in regard to

On motion, it was resolved that durmg the 
continuance of the low rates from Kansas City 
and St. Louis to Chicago, in consequence of 
which our Eastern business is being diverted 
via Chicago, and to prevent the scaiping of 
tickets from Missouri-River points, the follow- 
ing be thé special rates from St. Louis—viz. :

General Pas- 
senger Agent Myers, of the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne, feit quite confident that no such action 
had been resolved on, and could not see how the 
St. Louis people could do so without disturbing 
the entire East-bound passenger business. The 
other General Passenger Agents were not 
so sure that the dispatches had stated 
the matter incorrectiy, but would express 
no opinion before they had received official 
notification. They said. however, that if the 
St. Louis roads had really cut the rates from St. 
Louis as stated in the dispatches they could not 
see how it was pessible to longer maintain the 

ular rates from Chicago east. 

tis evident that this matter will make con- 
siderable trouble in east-bound passenger rates 
unless the Eastern. nanagers step in at once and 
force the St. Louis roads to restore the regular 
rates. If the St. Louis roads insist upon their 
action the probabilities are that before the end 
of this week the rates from Chicago to New 
York will be 815 again. The action of the St. 
Louis lines compels them to take such action as 
a matter of self-defense.

THE WESTERN RAILROAD WAR. 

As far as can be learned, the efforts which 
General Manager Carson, of the Hannibal & St. 
Joe Railroad, has been making during the last 
week in New York to bring about a meeting of 
the Presidents and General Mavagers of the 
Western roads to take into consideration the 
present passenger war between the Alton and 
the Wabash, have been devoid of results, and 
Me. Carson, it is expected, has given up the job. 
He will return West at once, expecting to arrive 
here Saturday. The Wabash, it is stated, stub- 
bornly refuses to recede’ from the position that 
it will accept nothing less than one-third of the 
St. Louis business, and will meeton no other 
terms. The Illinois Central is understood to 
have made the proposition that the Alton be 
given 50 per cent of the business, and that the 
other 50 per cent be divided equally be- 
tween the Wabash and the Illinois. But this 
compromise is also refused by tne Wabash. 
The Illinois Central managers claim to be en- 
titled to more than ‘the Wabash, but they are 
willing to accept the same percenta in the in- 
terest of peace and harmony. ey are also 
willing to submit the entire matter to arbitra- 
tion, and abide by the result. 

The Aiton managers say that they are through 
“ diliy-dallying '’ with the Wabash, and that they 
are now fully determined not toenter any meet- 
ing or agree upon any arrangement until the 
Wabash ceases to charge $1 less from Chicago 
than is charged by any otherroad. Until the 
Wabash places itself upon the same footing as 
other roads and shows whatit can do with equal 
rates they will listen to no overtures for peace, 
no matter from what quarter they come. They 
can stand, they say, the present condition of 
hings all winter, and, if need be, even longer. 
The heavy business that is being done over the 
Lake Erie & Western and Alton since the com- 
mencement of the war is greatly worrying the 
old established routes, and they are beginning 
to talk of retaliative measures.

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B. & O. VS. THE PENNSYLVANIA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 9.—Thanks to the 
Pullman Palace-Car Company, the Baltimore & 
Ohio has been gaining passengers every day 
since it began to run its own line to New York. 
The Baltimore & Ohio runs its own sleepers all 
the way through, and though they are fully as 
elegant and comfortable as those of the Pull- 
man Company, the charge is only a dollar, or 
half the rate of the old eniipany. Some of the 
trains run very light, ada the delays in the 
Pennsylvania yard continue very annoying, 
averaging twenty minutes to half an 
hour. Nevertheless 168 passengers wero 
carried 4 188 on Tuesday and 98 on 
Monday, thus showing a steady increase. It 
cannot be cha that the delays are inten- 
tional, for the route runs for a mile through the 
yard of the Pennsylvania Road, where freight- 
trains are being made up all the time, and its 
own vast passenger business, both on the main 
line and New York, Division, is being taken care 
of. The regular trains of the Pennsylvania are 
ot ten delayed from the same cause, thaugh run- 
ning on exact time., and those running on a 
time-table would be so much the more likely to 
detention. 

The indications are, nevertheless, that the 
Pennsylvania means to make the Baltimore & 
Ohio regret its action. It remained passive un- 
til the first Baltimore & Ohio train passed off its 
line, and then at once issued its orders removin 
the Baltimore & Ohio tickets from sale at all o 
its ticket- offices, and also declining to honor any 
tickets in its New York Division that were not 
also over the Baltimore & Potomac, instead of 
the Baitimore & announcement 
that the freight taken off 
on the Ist of January was met with 
an immediate and prompt refusal to take it any 
more on any terms, thus compelling the Balti- 
more to adopt its new ally three weeks earlier 
than it had anticipated. In short, the Pennsyl- 
vania declined to be made a convenience of, 
and so the yards at Baltimore are filling up with 
perishabie freight. President Roberts seems 
disposed to hoid President Hinckly in a measure 
responsible for the change, and declines 
to receive any freight from the Balti- 
more & Ohio coming over his road save 
as local freight. Meanwhile the Pennsy!i- 
vania is diverting freight round b 
way of New York, and it bas already made suc 

uctions as will permit the use of the Cincin- 
nati Southern in preference to the Kenesaw 
route of the Baltimore & Ohio to the South. The 
Baltimore & Ohio proposed only to take away its 
business between Philadelphia and New York, 
but the Pennsylvania bas retaliated by meas- 
ures to take away business from every int 
that it can reach in competition with the ti- 
more & Ohio, and so far it is the gainer. 


LAKE ERIE & WESTERN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«K, Dec. 9.—The complete report of 
the New York, Lake Erie & Western Railroad 
Company, just issued, contains, in addition to 
the statistics already published, President 
Jewett's reasons at length for refusing to de- 
clare a dividend on the preferred stock. He

that by virtue of the certificate of incorpora - 
tion, the preferred stockholders are entitled 
to dividends out of the profits, the word profits 
being construed to mean what remain after the 
payment of current expenses.

DEMURRAGE CHARGES. 

Mr. E. P. Ripley, General Freight Agent of the 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, has just issued 
the following circular to agents and Chicago 
grain receivers: 

“It being evident that it is the practice of 
many receivers of grain to order cars held out 
for inspection without due cause, and for the pur- 
pose of giving time, and the change by rein- 
spection being ridiculously disproportionate to 
the number of cars held out, Rule No.6 of Gen- 
eral Freight Office Circular No. 38 is hereby 
changed to read as follows: On all grain billed 
for elevator, and held out for inspection, a 
switching charge of 83 per car will be made, but 
will be refunded on presentation of Inspector's 
certificate that the grade has been changed.’ 

In the month of November there were re- 
ceived by our line in Chicago 6,852 cars of grain, 
of which 865 cars were held out for reinspection. 
Of these 865 cars, the inspection was changed in 
sixteen cars only, and in seven case3 out of the 
sixteen the reinspection lowered the grade in- 
stead of raising it. These figures show con- 
clusively the inadequacy of the grounds on 
which reinspection is called for, and are given 
as an expianation of our actionin inc 
the charges on cars held out.“

On the other, Lynchburg isthe Key to 
the Virginia railway systems, and the gateway 
to the Southern Atlantic States, and commands 
the rich Bessemer iron-ore fleld of the Pied- 
mont and Blue Ridge sections of Virginia, and 
Richmond, the seat of valuable industries and 
of a prosperous and growing commerce; and 
Norfolk, with its, fine harbor, afford near, safe, 
and desirable outlets to Europe. The project 
will be presented in practical shape to the com- 
munities in a short time. It will give Pittsburg 
the shortest, cheapest, and best outlet to the 
markets of Southern Atlantic States. It will 
be to Pittsburg a more valuable and desirable 
artery of commerce and wealth than the Cincin- 
nati Southern could ever become to that city, 
and at an outlay estimated at less than half the 
cost of the Cincinnati Southern.

PUBLIC CHARITIES. 


An Official Visit to the County Poor- 
House and Insane-Asylum. 


What the Commissioners Saw and the 
Reporter Noted. 


Once a year the County Commissioners go in a 
body on a pilgrim to the Poor- House and la- 
sane-Asylum at Jéiferson. It would be wrong 
to call the trip a pleasure excursion, because the 
journey is made with a view to business only, its 
object being the critical inspection by the 
august body of the workings of the joint insti- 
tutions. The inspection is always made as short- 
ly after the birth of the new. Board 
as possible, and, inasmuch as the of- 

ficiais are always notified beforehand of 
the Commissioners’ coming, the value of the in- 
spection, as an inspection, can be easily under- 
stood. For days beforehand the working forces 
of the Asylum and Poor-House are kept busy 
cleaning this and burnishing that, so that by the 
time the Board puts in an appearance every- 
thing is in apple-pie order. As an actual fact, 
however, the inspection is not looked upon as a 
very serious matter by the parties interested. 
The Committee on Churities, who are respon- 
sible to the Board for the condition of the 
asylums, keep a tolerabiy close eye upon the 
management all the year round, and the annual 
advent: of the full body of county magnates 
is merely a sort of fleld day, and their verdict is 
of about as much value as that which is given 
every month by every Grand Jury in every 
county in the country who, after visiting their 
respective county jails, define each as the most 
secure, best ventilated, and humanely conducted 
institution (or words to that effect)in the uni- 
verse. Nounfriendly feeling mars the annual 
meeting between the Commissioners and 
Asylum officials. The former may, in sec 
caucu 8, have decided to decapitate the latter at 
an early opportunity, but in the interchange of 
sentiment which takes place at the annual 
gathering, no lurking intimation of such inten- 
tion has ever been detected, Everyth is 
most friendly and the sanctum of the M 
Superintendent is perhaps the most popular re-

Continuation of the ‘Examination of 


Abraham Robinson. 

The examination of Abraham Robinson, who 
is charged with arson in firing the building Nos. 
18 and 15 Dearborn street, the three upper floors 
of which were occupied by him asa tobacco- 
factory, was resumed yesterday forenoon before 
Justice Summerfield. 


A. G. Van Buren appeared for the defendant, 
and Mr. Knight, in the absence of Prosecuting- 
Attorney Cameron, looked after the case for the 
People. : 

WILLIAM MARGRAF, 

a young German living at Robinson's bouse, No. 
765 Fulton street, testified that he had been em- 
plyed by the defendant in packing gigars. He 
wasin the factory last Saturday: he was not 
certain as to the number of cigars on bend; he 
was in Robinson's factory shortly before g o'clock 
Monday morning; he did not examine anything 
about the premises; the morning after the fire 
he found cigar boxes on the floor where 
the fire occurred, but not any tobacco. 
Some of the partially burned handbilis were 
shown to the witness, and he identified them as 
having been in the factory for a long time; they 
were lying in the packing-room on the second 
floor, near the centre. 

ASSISTANT FIRE-MARSHAL MAURICE SHAY 
testified that some time between 7 and 7:30 a. m. 
on Monday be was in his room, and got a 
still-alarm of fire. He ran out on the street, and 
saw fire on the third floor of Nos. 13 and 16 Dear- 
born street; he broke open the door and 
went up-stairs. After he extinguished the fire 
he discovered chips and paper piled up around 
the rear post of the four on that r; two of 
the posts were cut as if with an ; a lot of 
cigar boxes were piled upinthe track of the 
fire; a lot of the hindbills shown were saturated 
with kerosene, and scattered about the stove 
and near the elevator; he found that the stove 
was full of paper, egg-shells, etc., evidently 
the refuse of the dinner of the employéds; 
there were nine piles of boxes strewn along the 
track of the fire. He discovered a portion of a 
lantern among the handbilis. Some of the clip- 
pings off the posts were produced, and the wit- 
Jess explained that they had been cut off with a 
dull instrument, like the ax which was found on 
the floor, which was shown in court. On 

fourth floor he found two boards of 

ing torn up; in the northeast 

the building he found a large 

tobacco stems: the skylight 

in the roof. was partially open. There is an eu- 
trance. to the elevator on the sontheast side of 
the buildings on the alley. The door leading to 
the elevator on the first floor was fastened up; 
his impression was that the elevator was on the 
fourth floor on the morning of the fire; the sec- 
ond floor was used as a work-room, and the office 
was there; the windows on the third floor were 
down, and on four of them were curtains, 
and on two others there were temporary 
coverings or canvas, such as are used for pilac- 

ing tobacco on. Kobinson came there, but did 

not show any anxiety about getting in. 

On his cross-examination the witness said the 
iron shutters were closed on the south side of 
the third floor, and open on the north side. The 
outside door was fastened with a padiock. A 
man might get in by — outa pane ot 
glass in the door, as the Witness did. 

At 12:45 p. m. the Court took a recess until 2:30, 
and, on reassembling, it was stated that Mr. 
Cameron could not appear for the reason that 
he was engaged in the bumboat cases. The 
Court continued the hearing until to-morrow 
ee at ll o'clock sharp. Robinson was re- 
manded to jail.

How + Housekeepers Can Deal with 
Them-—Get Some Relief and Aid 
Cards. a 
Tus TRIBUNE was in receipt yesterday of the 

following communication—one evidently writ- 

ten for the honest purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion as to the writer's duty towards a class of 
people who, with the advent of cold weather, 

are becoming more numerous and more im- 


portunate than usual: N 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

OCn1caeo, Dec. 9—Can you inform a new 
housekeeper in Chicago what is the proper 
course to be pursued with beggars who go from 
house to house? In other words, what arrange- 
ments exist in this city for the relief of real 
destitution, and for the protection of the char- 
itably inclined against imposture? From six to 
ten per day ring at my door this cold weather, 
some appear worthy of relief; more evi- 
dently ust so. To inquire into their cases would, 
for most citizens, be impossible, and to give 
without seems wrong, in view of past ex- 
perience. Yet to.turn away without help or 
hope any suffering man or woman seems as hard 
as to give without inquiry seems wrong. 
should one do? Is there still in this city a relief 
suciety for resident poor to which they can be 
referred. and what must one do with “ strangers,” 
as most itinerant beggars profess to be? Please 
enlighten us from your editor's store of uni- 
versal knowledge. P. D. 

A reporter called upon 

MR. C. d. TRUSDELL, 
General Superintendent of the Relief and Aid 
Society, during the day, showed him the commu- 
nication, and asked him what suggestions he 
had to make on so practical a subject. 

Just these, said he. Nobody ought to give 
anything at the door unless they know the ap- 
plicant to be worthy, or unless they give him or 
her something to eat, and not even then, unless 
they see the person eat what is given nim. Like 
as not, he will throw it away as soon as your 
back is turned. The fact is, that nine out of ten 
of these street-beggars are either impostors or 
thieves, who come to spy out the houses 
and give ‘pointers’ to burglars. Unless the 
applicant is known to be worthy of relief, no- 
body ought to give it. Every. nationality here in 
Chicago bas its relief and aid soc.ety, whose 
business and whose pleasure it is to relieve act- 
ual suffermmg wherever and whenever discov- 
ered.”’ 

But how are people to whom these beggars 
apply to be brought into communication with 
these societies?” 

“Very eusily. The Chicago Relief and Aid 
Society issues cards for this very purpose, and I 
wish Tur TRIBUNE would publish that fact, and 
let every citizen of Chicago kuow it. Suppose 
one of these mendicants applies at your door. 
You cannot investigate the case you f. and 
you may have your doubts about it. In short, 
you may be in the predicament of the 
person who wrote this communication. Now, if 
vou have one of these cards directing us to in- 
vestigate the case und give relief as may be 
necessary, you put the applicant’s name and 
residence on it, together with your own name 
and address, and any remarks you may choose 
to make on the other side, and give the card to 
the applicant.” 6 

“Suppose the applicant doesn't present it? 

“In nine cases out of ten they won't come, for 
the very reason that they are so well known here 

t they won't apply, or that they are already 
getting help. Where a person is really suffering, 
though, for food or clothing, be will apply here 
and get relief. We don't promise, of course, to 
do everything these people want us to 
do, but we do promise to do what 
is proper, and to relieve suffering. 
If the case isn't in the line of our work, we will 
refer it to the County Agent's office, or to some 
of the other societies, and if the applicant is 
worthy there Will be no difficulty whatever about 
getting relief. Every y can wet these cards 
and send their front-door callers to us, and 
there is absolutely no occasion for giving either 
on the street or at the front door.

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PRIVATE DRAINS. 


They Are Not Within the Control 
of the Health Department. 


The Ordinances Give Full Charge to 


the Board of Public Works. ' 


Public and Private Sewers Need a Thor: 
ough Overhauling. 


The question of sewerage is just now upper- 
most with the city officials, growing out Of the 
dispute which has arisen as to whether the con- 
struction of private drains is under the control 
of the Department of Public Works or the 
Health Department. 

Interviews have been printed with both Com- 
missioners Waller and Dr. De Wolf on the sub- 
ject, and their interpretations of the ordinances 
being so greatly at variance, Dr. De Wolf yes- 
terday weat to the Law Department for advice, 
being anxious to do his entire duty in the mat- 
ter, and also to be relieved of the complaints 
and censure daily pouring in upon him about 
something With which be conceived he had 
nothing whatever todo. He wrote City-Attor- 
ney Grinnell a letter submitting sundry ques- 
tions covering the situation, and wanted to 
know, substantially, whether his or some other 
Department bad charge of the construcnon of 
private drains, and, furthermore, whether or 
not any additional legislation was necessary to 
fix the responsibility for the laying of drains 
without the necessary precautions being taken 
against sewer-gag. 

Mr. Grinnell did not reply in writing, but the 
communication led to an interview or con- 
ference between himself, Dr. De Wolf, 
and those in authority in the Sewerage 
Department, and the clusion was, 
after a thorough examination of the 
ordinances, that the Health Department bad 
nothing whatever to do with the sewerage of the 
city, and po control, certainly, over the con- 
struction of either private or public drains ‘or 
sewers. In tact, Mr. Grinnell took the position 
that the ordinances gave the Department of 
Public Works entire control of all such matters, 
and some of the conferec@prent so far as to say 
that the Department nad always exercised abso- 
lute control ln such matters until Mr. Walter 
was put at its head, who had ordered a change 
lest there might be trouble or the giving of of- 
fense to some one. 

IN THE DISCUSSION 


of the question of control the ordinances on the 


subject were looked up—or cited by Mr. Grinnell 


to sustain his position. They provide, first, 
which is not nerally kuown,—or at least no 
attention has u paid to them of late,—that 
applications for 3 to connect with sew- 
ers must be made by the owners of the property 
to be drained, or their authorized agents, and 
must be accompanied by a clear deschiption of 
the premises and of the drains required, together 
with the water-closets, sinks, and other fixtures 
to be connected with the same, so that said de- 
scription may be left on file in the office.” 
After this permit bas been anted the 
ordinances provide that “the Department of 
Public Works shall have charge and super- 
intendence of the sewers of sald city and all 
works pertaining thereto.” and furthermore 
that the Department shall prescribe the loca- 
tion, arrangement, form, material, and con- 
struction of every private.drain or sewer empty- 
ing into the said public drains or sewers"; and, 
still further, that when the drains or sewers are 
constructed they shall be used “ strictly in con- 
formity with che orders and directions of the 
Department of Public Works, which orders and 


directions shall be given in writing for such’ 


purpose. 

Nothing is saidin the ordinances anywhere 
about the Health Department or its connection 
witb or contro] over the sewers or private drains, 
and since Dr/ De Wolf is being worried near 
untae distraction with complaints of sewer-gas, 
and is being biamed for that for which some one 
else is responsible, as soon asthe conference 
was ended he eaused to be prepared the follow- 
ing circular, which he bas ordered mailed to all 
complainants: 

OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER OF HEALTH, Cum 
cAGo, Dec. .- Dran Sik: Your communication. 
addressed to Commissioner De Wolt and relating 
to sewer-gas, is hereby respectfully acknowi- 
edged. I am directed to say that this Depart- 
ment has no more legal power to regulate de- 
fective piumbing than it would have w compel 
the repairs of a leaking roof. It is a purely per- 
sonal matter between landlord and tenant, but 
may be reported to the City Sewerage Depart- 
ment, to which Bureau your letter has already 
been duly referred. Very respectfully, yours,

THE SEWER SUPERINTENDENT. 

In connection with the geveral subject of 
sewer-gas, sewer ventilation, and the control of 
the construction ot sewers, it has already been 
noted that aconference had n held between 
Dr. De Wolf and Col, Biller, Superintendent of 
the Sewerage Department. Coil, Eller is a 
gentleman of wide experience, broad educa- 
tion, and thoroughly versed in everything per- 
taining to the subject under discussion, and, as 
supplemental to what he has heretofore said, 
yesterday wrote Dr. De Woif as follows: 

ChicaGo; Dec. 9.—Oscar Wolf, M. D., 
Commissioner of Health—Dear Doctor: Re- 
ferring to our conversation this morning 
on the subject of sewer-ventilation, gen- 
erally, as well as to the inclosed communi- 
cation addressed to you bya gentieman, and 
calling your attention to the fact that many 
of the ventilating mun-hole covers ou Division 
street, between Dearborn avenue and Clerk 
street, were entirely closed by frozen mud, and 
that the “experiment is really a failure,“ etc., 
permit me to say that the question of ventilat- 
ing our sewers through an open man-hole cover 
is neither any jouger an experiment nor is the 
principle involved a failure. The general to- 
pography of Chicago necessarily compels the 
construction of all sewers at an unusually 
*low” grade the consequence of which isa 
correspondingly low velocity in the move- 
ment of sewage matter within the sewers,—too 
low, in fact, to remove the deposit which I found 
was rapidiy accumulating at the bottom of all 
the man-holes provided with the perforated 
cast-iron man-hole covers. To temporarily 
remedy this, I have, in some instances, 
been compelled to replace the open cast-iron 
covers. with solid oaken lids, and I have, during 
the season about closing, endeavored to venti- 
late our sewers, as far as 1 possibly couid, 
through untrapped catch basins, which I have 
constructed in av improved form wherever and 
whenever a new catch-basin was found necessa- 
rv. Unadoubtediy the best way to ventilate our 
sewers is through the man-holes,and not through 
the catch-basins, because of the more immedl- 
ate proximity of the latter to the dwellings of 
the pevple. [Lam nowengaged upon a design 
fora man-hole curb and cover, with an open 
grating in the latter, beneath which is suspend- 
eda sheet-iron vessel to catch the droppings 
from the street above, and thereby prevent 
their descent into and consequent obstruction 
of the flow or movemèat of the sewérage matter 
in the sewer. I propose to urge the immediate 
adoption of these covers, but their introduction 
should be generai and not particular; otherwise, 
while removing the evil complained of in one sec- 
tion Of the city, we would simply be aggravating 
it in another, unprovided with the system of 
ventilation as proposed above. In other words, 
we should commence by placi the grated 
covers on the first man-hole adjoining the outfall 
of the main sewer of each sepirate system, and 
then carry them tbrough that individual system 
to its extreme upper end or head.“ By this 
means each individual system will be properly 
cared for and thoroughly ventilated in its turn: 
and the gaseous exhalation; arising therefrom 
will be so generally diffused as to render the de- 
tection of their presence in the surrounding at- 
mosphere inipossible. The sewers of this city— 
both publie and private—are sadly in need of an 
immediate and thorough overhauli and 
cleansing. A greater portion of the difficulty 
about which so much complaint is now being 
made by our citizens and householders generally 
will be found arising soleiy from the filthy con- 
dition of the private sewers, or, more properly, 
“house drains,” and their accompanying 
* catch-basins.” Many of these latter re- 
ceptacies of all house e ove 
of which, by the way, should he thoroughly 
overhauled and cleaned out, certainly twice a 
year,—have, upon examination, been found to 
be literally full to overtiowing, the excess, in 
sume instances, finding its way beneath the 
pavements and floors of the cellars and base- 
ments. It is totally unnecessary for me to say 
to you, my dear sir, that such a condition of 
things would render both uninhabitable and un- 
healthy the highest, driest,and best localities. 
Looking at the subject in a merely professional 
light, consider the -topography, the under- 
lying geological formation, the vast supply of 
water baving no superior for general and domes- 
tio purposes, combined with its system of dis- 
tribution, capable, as it is, of unlimited exten- 
sion, I fail to see any reason why our death-rate 
should not be as low, and our eity us free from 
zymotic troubles, and as healthy in every re- 
spect,as any city of equal or greater magni- 
tude either ia this country or in Europe. 
And these results can be easily reached 
and maintained by bestowing proper attention 
upon our drainage system, from the largest 
main-line sewers to the most minute details of 
the house drains, and general em and 
drain-laying work; by thoroughly ventilating 
the sewerage system by the simple and econom- 
ical method herein suggested; and, finally, by 
systematizing the work and placing and keeping 
it in the — of caretuliy trained, intelligent, 
and reliable men. 80 soon as I get a little 
leisure I may bave something to say to you in 
regard to the gases of position generated 
in all sewers.—the so-called sewer-gas about 
which we are so much these days,—the 
cau of ite presence, if nt it is to any 
great extent, in the dwe ing and tenement 
houses of our citizens, together with some com- 
mon-sense su as to how it may be 
totally excluded from the contined in 
the sewers, and finally expelled through the 
open man-holes into and thoroughly admixed 
with the surrounding atmosphere, where it cau 
neither offend the nostrils nor imperil the

An Old Greek State Which Greece 
Wants—Plundered and Oppressed by 
Asiatic Barbarians. 

Correspondence London Pall Mall Gazette. 

ATHENS, Nov. 16.—Larissa is the Capital of one 
of the richest provinces of Turkey: it counts 
between 20,000 and 5,000 souls; it is the resi- 
dence of high civil and military functionaries; 
it is the central entrepot of the in trade ot 
the Thessalian plains; among its inhabitants are 
to be found some of the wealthiest landowners 
in Turkey, and even in the humbjlest homesteads 
there isa degree of ease and comfort which 
would raise envy in many another country. But 
the incubus of Turkish misrule has paralyzed 
all wholesome activity and checked all desire for 
improvement. The ruling vaste here, as else- 
where, has been content to be what M. Gam- 


betta once called the French. Imperialists, des | 


joutsseurs—t, e., they have lived and fattened on 
the superabundance of the land, giving nothing 
in return, while the subject rave thought them- 
selves hot altogether unfortunate if with their 
masters’ remnants they could clothe, and house, 
and feed themselves. 

In Larissa itselt the Greeks are in a minority, 
the proportion being about 13,000 M ms to 
8,000 Greeks and 3,000 Jews. But in whole 
district of Larissa—albeit that Larissa is of all 
the districts of Thessaly the one in which the 
Moslem or Turkisn element is most strongly 
represented—the proportions are more than re- 
versed. The following is a tabie of the popula- 
tions of Thessaly compiled from the most trust- 
worthy sources: 


292,000 
To these 292,000 Christians and 45,300 Mussul- 
mans must be added some 6,000 Jews, thus 
forming for Thessaly @ grand total of 343,000 
souls. 
The Christians of Thessaly, with the excep- 
tion of about 25,000 Wallachs in the District of 
Elassona and in some of the northern villages 
of the District of Larissa, are all Greeks, and 
they exhibit most of the alities as well as 
most of the defects of the Hellenic race. ey 
are intelligent, industrious, pushing, and gift 
with a rare commercial tnstinct. The whole 
commerce of Thessaly, which even new exceeds 
£600,000 per annum for imports and exports 
alone, apart from local trade, isin their hands. 
The few native industries of the province, such 
as cotton and woolen tissues, dyed stuffs and 
printe, shawls, and carpets, many of them show- 
ng fairly good taste and workmanship, are al- 
most without exception Greek or Wallach. The 
schools, which have been founded and developed 
throughout Thessaly principally by triotic 
donations from without, have already un to 
se among the younger generations that in- 
n love of * which is one of the best 
feftures of the Hellenic race. At the pres- 
moment there are seventy-cight 
higher schools and sixty-one elementary 
schools in the province where instruction— 
albeit of a very rudimentary nature -is given 
to upwards of 10,000 children. It is at least a 
commencement, and many parents among the 
wealthier classes are thereby induced to send 
their children to complete their education in 
Greece, whence they return as doctors, engi- 
architects, merchants, schoolmaste 
etc., to stimulate others by their example an 
successes. The traditions of the klephts and 
armatoles have kept alive the old Hellenie virt- 
ues.—the pride and courage of liberty, the 
manly intolerence of foreign rule. But, as in 
every former crisis, the difference between the 
populations of the plam and of the mountain 
shows itseif once more. ,-Whereas in the mount- 
ains of Olympus,in Pelion and in every 
man is ready to rise the firet sig from 
22 Idoubt if one fuger will de raised in 
the plains to assist in thle great work of libera- 
tion until the last armed Osmanli has turned 
et u Thessaly. It is not that the love 
ef liberty fs totally extinct among them. There 
Is a deep and general yearning for. liberty, but 
they yearn for it as fora far-off gift from the 
s which is to come to them in their sleep. and 
not as a boon for which men must fight, and, if 
necessary, lay down their lives and sacrifice

ate years a great change come 
over the attitude of the Turkish Bey. Increased 
taxation, the constant demand of the Govern- 
meut for fresh loans, War contributions, and so- 
called yoluntary giits, the rapacity of officials 
intensified by long arrears of pay, have- weighed 
beavily upon him, and his hand has in turn n 
heavier upon the peasantry. Then recent vo- 
litical changes, the assertion of the rights of the 
Christian populations of Turkey, and especially 
the Greek claim to Thessaly. have induced him 
gradualiv to look upon bis Greek peasant as an 
impatient heir to his estate, and therefore as an 
enemy. This year the cattle disease has ravaged 
Thessaly: more than 30,000 head of oxen have 
been carried off, and the peasant, already re- 
duced by two successive seasons, is un- 
able to replace the oxen without which bis 
fields must lie faliow. But the Bey, who has 
hitherto been generally ready to advance mone 
to his farmers on reasonable terms, hardens his 
heart against them, and declines to loosen his 
purse-strings. ** Who knows,” he says, What is 
ing to happen? You will repay me next year ? 
Mat perhaps by next year we may all have been 
turned out of Burope; will you follow me thea 
to Asia to repay my loan? My estates suffer? 
Let them suffer; who knows how long they may 
yet be mine? Possibly, if Greece were to de- 
clare war against Turkey there might be isola- 
ted acts of violence committed by Moslems on 
the unarmed Greek population. ut supineness 
is the chief characteristic of Mussulmans as well 
as Christians. There ig on both sides great 
eagerness to know what is going to be done for 
them or with them, but very little eagerness to 
do anything for themselves. The chief feeling, 
indeed, at the present hour is,—‘ Let things end 
as they may, but for Gad’s sake let there be an 
end to the present intolerable uncertainty.”’ 


ELECTRIC EXHIBITION, 


A New Motor. 

Paris, Dec. 7.—The International Exhibition 
of Electricity will open Aug. 1, 1881. and will 
close Nov. 15 following. Germany has signified 
its intention to participate. ‘ 

The uses of electricity for artificial lighting 
and motive power are being watched with the 
greatest interest in Europe just now. The 
mnoicipal authorities of Berlin have granted to 
Dr. Siemens a concession permitting him to erect 
an elevated electric tramway in the suburbs of 
the Capital. In the summer of 1879 visitors to 
the Berlin Industrial Exhibition were astonished 


to find themselves propelled along a small rail- 
way erected in the gardens, without any visible 
signs of the power which urged them.: There 
was a locomotive, it is true, about the size of an 
ordinary tea-box, and it drew along a train of 
cars containing twenty persons at a speed of 
fifteen miles an hour; but neither smoke, nor 
steam, nor compressed air escaped from the lit- 

tle prime mover, which seemed to move along 
the rails by magic. It was the electric locomo- 
tive of Dr. Werner Siemens, and the invisible 
motive power was an electric current conveyed 
along the metal rails to a very simple magnetic 
arrangement inside it. The current was gen- 
erated at one terminus of the railway by means 
of asteam-engine anda dynamo electric gen- 
erator, such as is for the electric 
light, and after traversing the rails entered the 
magnetic apparatus of the locomotive through 

the wheels. The customary steam engine was 

not dispensed with, but it nad been reicgated to 
a stationary position at the end of the line, and 
the locomotive bas been relieved from the dead 
weight of the coal by empioying the electric 
current, to spirit away the power to a distance. 
The construction of powerful electric genera- 

tors for the electric light had at length rendered 
it possibie to perform mechanical uperations of 
this kind, but Dr. Werner Siemens was the first 
to grusp the fact and apply it to the building of 
an electric railway. Atthe Brussels Exhibition 
of last summer his idea was again „ and 
these two experimental successes are about to 
be followed up by the practical everyday use of 

the new.conveyance. Another new and impor- 

tant development of the electric light has been 
proposed in Switzerland, by which the tunvel of 
St. Gothard, nearly nine miles in length, will be 
lighted throughout. The experiment was tried 
more than onee dur the perforation of the 
tunnel, but it was fou to be too dazzling and 
to cause such dark shadows that the workmen 
preferred to use their own primitive lamps.

the Chinese lecturer, last even at Central 
Music- Hall, talkedzon What an American Can 
Do in China; and What a Chinaman Can't Doin 
America.” Wong is a sort of a witty genius, 
who has an exceedingly poor control of the En- 
giish langu and at times is altogether lost in 
the mazes of his argument because of a lack of 
knowledge of how to use the proper words. He 
argued against the fallacy of the cry of Chinese 
cheap labor, and cited the Chinese laundries as 
an example, where washing was done only fora 
price. He held that Chinamen worked no 
cheaper than anybody else, but that this cry was 
a Yankee political trick.. In 1863, $7 000 
worth of cottons was imported into China 
from the United States, while in 1868 this 
had increased to $105,000,000 of woolen and 
cotton 8. It had n American cheap la- 
borand machinery wh made this possible, 
and this importation threw out of employment 
14,000,000 band cotton and woolen workers, 
supporting upward of 53,000,000 peopie. Home, 
hand-made cotton in China used to sell at 110 
cash per yard, and American cheap labor and 
machinery brought cloth there and sold it for 80 
cash, or 3 like 30 per cent lower. 
There were thousands of Chinese women thrown 
out of work by the introduction of the Amcri- 
can sewing-machine in Ohina. In the United 
States fashions changed every day or twa, or 
every two weeks. In China they never change, 
—they had the same fashions there for 2.000 
years. An American of enterprise made more 
money ia China in a year than aChinaman could 
make in the United States in a lifetime. The 
Chinaman lacked ambition, and that was the 
reason he didn't prosper more. He alluded to 
the Denver riot, the Christian religion, the Chi- 
nese famine,“ when parents swallowed their 
sweet infants and ate their darling children.“

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Thirty Pounds of Dynamite at the 
Union Lime Works. 


One Man Killed Instantly and 
Another Injured Severely. 


Very Narrow Escape of Thirty Other 
Workmen. 


An explosion of thirty pounds of dynamite, 
such as is used for biasting, occurred yesterday 
afternoon about 1 o'clock in the quarry of the 
Chicago Union Lime Works, at the corner of 
West Nineteenth and Lincoln streets, and killed 
one man instantly, and wounded another se- 
verely, while thirty others had a very narrow 
escape from injury or death. 

The works above mentioned occupy the square 
bounded by West Eighteenth and West Nine- 
teenth streets on the north and south and Lin- 
coln and Robey streets on the east and west 
The lime-kiln buildings front on West Nine- 
teenth strect, and north of them is 
the quarry whence the lime-stone is taken 
from. This quarry covers an area of three 
acres, and is eighty-five feet in depth, the lime- 
rock being solid from a few feet below the sur- 
face. The great gulch looks like what the fic- 
tion-writers term a “ yawning abyss or chasm.”’ 
The sides are steep and ra „sharp ledges of 
stone protruding here and there. To the be- 
holder who s on the brink of the hole the 
scene is weird and wild,—such as the Chicagoan 
is not used to and sees only in mountainous 
parts of the country. 

FROM THE KILNS TO THE BOTTOM 

of the quarry an inclined plane has been placed, 
and is used for hoisting up the small cars that 
are loaded with the stone taken outof the quarry. 
Narrow tracks, corresponding with the gauge 
of the plane, are laid over the surface of the 
quarry, and near the foot of the plane—thirty 
teet or so—is a turn-tabie that is used for 
switching or connecting the tracks branch

of the latter there been placed a large 
steam-pump for the purpose of pumping out of 
the —— water that runsinto it from sev- 
erai small springs.. The pump was supplied with 
steam from a boiler t is attached to the 
hoisting engine in the kiln-building. A smali 
wooden shanty fourteen by fifteen feet and 
about ten feet high incl the pump. In that 
structure John ighno, a young man @ 
years old, who was known as the 
‘Blasting Boss.“ kept the dynamite cartridges 
and fuse used for blasting out the lime rock. 
He had followed a similar vocation in the coal- 
mines of Pennsylvania, and was experienced in 
the use of the powerful agent he handled so 
confidently. Just before the terrific explosion 
that cost him bis life. Meighno had in the pump- 
house dynamite thirty pounds in weight. The

COLD WEATHER. 
AVERAGES FOR NOVEMBER AND DECEMBER.

But our experience shows that buyers for in- 
vestment always give preference to the lower 
priced bond, as a large proportion of their pur- 
chases are for temporary purposes. 

Currency 63 for example, although they yiela 
a much larger income (if carried to maturity) 
than any otber existing United States bond, are 
almost unsalable on account of their high pre- 
mium. 

We submit these suggestions to banks consid- 
ering a change in their circulation securities, 
only remarking that if the Government shail 
issue a # per cent loan, 46 and 4%s must sell 
much lower than present quotations. 

Fisk & Hateb, of New York, have issued a cir- 
cular in which they say, in tavor of the proposed 
3 per cents: 

No other securities can be compared to the 
bonds of the Governmeut. They represent the 
whole wealtb of the Nation; they are not taxa- 
bie in any form; they are wanted in all the 
money markets of the world,—the banks, sav- 
ings banks, trust companies, insurance com- 
panies, estates, capitalists, widows, orphans, 
aged and infirm, all seek them for perfect safe- 
ty. Boston, Philadelphia, and New York City 
have all issued 4 per cent bonds, all of which are 
scarce ata premium; the best railroad bonds, 
all taxable, are econ bet prices which yield only 
4% per cent income; British 3 per cent consols 
aré above par, with their debt as steadily in- 
creasing as ours is- decreasing. If Congress 
should, under these circumstances, throw away 
4% per cent per annum for the next ten or twen- 
ty years on $600,000,000 of the public debt, the 
1 ers would have just cause of com- 
pia! mh. « « 

The issue of any more bonds bearing over 3 
per cent interest would be a National folly.

The action of the Bank of England in raising 
its rate of discount to 3 per cent has been some 
time anticipated. In the London Times of Nov. 
22 there are some interesting remarks on the 
transition of the money market out of sluggish 
ease into greater activity. It says: The de- 
crease in the floating supply, as shown by the 
weekly figures of the Bank of England, proves 
that we are nearer to a permanently higher 
vaiue of money, comparatively speaking, than 
we were a year ago, and such occurrences as the 
adjustment of avery heavy stock settlement, 
which temporarily absorbs a large proportion of 
the smaller available supply, serve to show 
clearly that we Have moved a step nearet to the 
point at which it will be possible to maintain a 
higher levei of value. But we bave not arrived 
there yet, as many people erroneously supposed, 
and it still remains to be seen whether the grow- 
ing international business of this country can 
keep pace with that of our chief customers, so 
as to prevent the balance from accumulating 
againstus. We have been gradually recovering 
from the disadvantageous position which bad 
European harvests placed us in last year; but 
the recovery does not continue at a sufficiently 
rapid pace to make it evident that we 
can go much longer with the value of 
money at its present level. A large 
number of, ,comparatively speaking, small 
undertakings have absorbed a good 
deal of the idle capitai seeking employment two 
or three years ago, but so far we have not been 
visited with those large drains of gold which 
Egypt, Turkey, Russia, Peru, and several other 
countries took from us during the revivals 
which followed the two crises immediately pre- 
ceding the one from which we have been so long 
and so slowly recovering. In the absence of 
such heavy displacements of money as were in- 
volved in those large operations a much longer 
time is obviously required to produce the same 
effect. A slower process of absorption gives the 
money time todo the work required of it and 
to reappear in the market ready for the next 
enterprise. As the commerce of the world gen- 
erally expands, more money is reqtired every- 
where to effect the interchange of commodities, 
and the absorption so far seems to be due more 
to this natural and more legitimate use of the 


‘circulating medium than to any other.”

The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday, and very irrecular. All were firm at the 
outset, but there was soon a break in wheat 
which was followed by corn and oats. Provis- 
ions turned down, but were less weak than grain. 
The later feeling was relatively firm. The de- 
cline was started by large margin calls made by 
the shorts.some of whom were suspected of a deep 
laid scheme to shake out certain bäpless longs. 
If this suspicion were correct, then they suc- 
ceeded in their object. It did not look, however, 
as if much forcing were required. The markets 
were naturally weak. A good many people 
were expecting a big uprush as a reaction from 
the recent drop, and not seeing it come con- 
cluded that a further decline is next thing in 
order. Those of them who were long wanted to 
sell, and the shorts called for margins at a rate 
which rapidly forced others to realize. Nota 
few were disposed tothink that no important 
advance need be looked for on this side of the 
new year, and the near approach of the holi- 
days made people on both sides more anxious to 
settle. Theshipping movement of grain was again 
nearly down to zero, but the receipts were light. 
Mess pork closed on the call lic higher, at $11.55 
for December and $13.30 for January.

Dry — were reported quiet, though not un- 
usually so for the time of year. The recent fall- 
ing off in the demand is attributed to the severe 
weather. Cotton goods display great firmness, 
and woolens also are held at pretty full figures. 
There was a good general movement in staple 
and fancy groceries, and most lines were firm. 
Sugars showed special strength, because of the 
continued scarcity. Coffees were dull and un- 
settled, being depressed by the recent heavy 
failures at the East. styles were offered at 
Ole decline. The dried fruit trade was acti 
at uniformly well sustained prices. Fish 
mained dull and unchanged. In the market for 
dairy products no new features were developed. 
Choice butter was actively inquired for and 
commanded fully previous quotations. Cheese 
was dull at former rates. Oils met with a fair 
inquiry and were generally firm. Bagging, 
en a coal, and pig-iron were quoted as be- 

ore. 

Lumber was steady and moderately active for 
the time of year. The last report shows that 
stocks are larger than a year ago, but this ia not 
unexpected. It is said that a considerable part 
of the surplus of lumber is already sold. and is 
moving out as fast as cars can be obtained. 
Wool was steady and quiet. The hide market 
was unchanged. Timothy hay was firm and in 
good request, and prairie ruled easy under 
larger offerings, Clover and timothy seeds were 
firmer, and flax steady. The poultry market 
was stronger under an improved inquiry, with 
light offerings of fine stock. Green fruits were 
quiet. 

Railroad freights were moderately active at 
the recent advance. The rates to New York are 
#0e per 100 lbs on provisions and We on grain. 
Through freights are nominal at 79%c on pro- 
visions to Liverpool and 85c do to Antwerp. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported yes- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, St. Louis, 
and Toledo were 255,000 bu. The corresponding 
shipments were 49,000 Du.

The markets have now been deciining, in an 
irreguiar way, since Nov. 24. They had been the 
subjects of a sharp speculative advance up to 
that time, and it was rather early in the season. 
Wheat and corn went up more rapidly bere than 
elsewhere, and the rail blockade helped toin- 
crease the difficulty. Foreign buyers have also 
been more reticent about taking hold of meats, 
and some lots previously purchased for future 
shipment have beeu sold back on the market. 
The consequence is a rather sharp accumulation 
of produce here, which threatens to place us in 
about as bad a fix as we were last winter, not- 
withstanding the increase in our storage room. 
It is not bealthy that we should be so nearly 
full thus early in the winter. The result a 
yearago was a downward tendency in prices 
during the first four months of the year, and a 
material lessening in the volume of our re- 
ceipts, which has not since been made up in all 
departments. There is grave reason to fear that 
the present glut will give to the railroad com- 
panies an advantage of which they will not be 
slow to avail themselves in the matter of freight 
rates.

AN IMPENDING DANGER. 


Ratlroads Confederating to Rule the 
Country. 
New York Times, Dec. 6. 

Scarcely a week goes by without some an- 
nouncement of a movement for the consolida- 
tion of railroad lines in one part or another of 
this country. These movements go on without 
any interposition of public authority and little 
regard to any claim of the public to be consulted 
or considered. Each one of them adds strength 
to that corporate power whose “malign influ- 
ence on the National and State Legislatures 
was not long ago deciared by a prominent 
United States Senator to be a “ well-grounded 
cause of alarm.“ There was recently a report 
that the New York Central & Hudson River, 
with the Lake Shore & Michigan Central under 
its control, was about to make a combination 
with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé which, with one 
more possible connection, would bring a 
through line across the continent under a 
practically undivided management. Though 
this has been denied, there have been negotia- 
tions looking in that direction. Mr. Jay Gould 
has been for some time at work making compi- 
nationsin the West and Southwest which evi- 
dently have in view a thorough connection from 
the Mississippi Kiver to the Pacific Ocean under 
one control, which is then to turn back over the 
Wabash system to the great lakes, thence to 
complete a union with some of, the trunk lines 
eastward to the Atlantic. Before very long there 
are likely to be three lines of railroad crossing 
the barrier of the Rocky Mountains from the 
Mississippi Valley to the Pacific cohst, each 
forming, sooner or later, a union with corre- 
sponding lines from this side of the continent. 
The great trunk lines of the East now traverse 
the Northern States, buta kindred movement 
toward consolidation has begun in the South, 
conspicuously represented in the recent combi- 
nations of the Louisville & Nashville Company, 
while, from the central gangiiaon the Missis- 
sippi, lines are reaching out toward the Gulf and 
the Mexican border. The tendency everywhere 
is toward an absorption of the important short 
lines anda union of interests that lie in the 
same general line of transportation, either by 
actual consolidation of companies or by combi- 
nations under contracts and agreements which 
produce a virtual unity of control. 

Thus there is forming on the face of the terri- 
tory comprised within the United States a great 
confederacy of railroads whose ultimate power 
itis not easy to forecast. However great the 
separate systems may be, and however far they 
may be rivals in the business of through trans- 
portation, they will have certain interests in 
common. They will have a common interest in 
resisting Government control, in obtaining and 
maintaining laws favorable to their purposes, 
and in strengthening and guarding their power 
over the business of the country. By compacts 
among themselves they may lay what tribute 
they will upon the industries and commerce of 
the people. They will rest like one gigantic 
déspotism of iron upon the face of this land, 
nnd varalete the development of industrial in- 
terests, direct the currents of trade, and exer- 
cise a control over ali the energies of the people 
which they may be powerless to resist. The 
business of the country is absolutely dependent 
upon the agencies of transportation, and any 
power that holds these in its grasp will have 
our material interests at its mercy. Of course, 
such a power acting without restraint would 
consult its own t and safety, and aim to 
pursue the policy which would enable the busi- 
ness of the country to pay it the largest tribute. 
It could not injure t business as a whole 
without so far defeating its own purposes, but 
it could do great injustice to persons and 
places, and interfere seriously with the natural 
and equitable course of things; and it could lay 
a tax on the country for the enrichment of the 
plutocracy that directed it greater than that 
which the Government would dare to exact. 

A committee of the United States Senate re- 
ported six years ago that even at that time the 
men who controlled the four great trunk lines 
between New York and Chicago could “by a 
single stroke of the pen uce the value of 
property in this rt aged | by hundreds of millions 
of dollars.“ “An additional charge of five 
cents per bushel on the transpertation of cereals 
would,“ they said, have been equivalent to a 
tax of $45,000,000 on the crop of 1873. No Con- 
gress would dare to exercise so vast a power 
except upon a necessity of the most im- 

rative nature.” If this were so then, 
how vastly increased will this irresponsibie 
power have become when the work of con- 
solidation and confederation has gone on a few 
years more. Of its incipient strength we have 
had many instances already. What will be its 
enormous might when it has reached its full 
maturity? This growing corporate power bas 
been created by the people, and we are told by 


its privileges subject tothe public will. No 
power inherent in the State has been given up 
to it. The absolute right to bring it into sub- 
jection and keep it iu control exists. It holds no 
ultimate property in the highways which it has 
been permitted to construct and use,and it is 
exercising franchises granted by the public 
which gave that public authority over it. But it 
threatens to become a question whether the 
master or the ‘servant is the mgre — 
and which shall rule the otber. The pub- 
lic can work only through legislation and the 
administration of laws, and the railroad 
confederacy will vie with the people in making 
and controlling Legisiatures and Adminis- 
trations. They have already entered- into 
the contest here and there and at one time and 
another, and not without instances of remarka- 
ble success. The United States Senator before 
quoted predicted that “a struggle is impending 
in the near future between this overgrown 
wer, with its vast ramifications all over the 
nion and a hard grip on much of the political 
machinery, on the one hand, and the people in 
an unorganized condition on the other, for the 
control of the Government.” This new and 
growing confederacy overlies State lines and is 
outgrowing locnl jurisdictions. Interior polit- 
ical boundaries can neither confine nor divide it. 
The Government which it will ultimately aim to 
control is the National Government, and the 
power that must bring it into subjecdon is 
the National power. The longer the strugytie is 
ut off the harder and more disturbing it will be. 
hall it be postponed until the whole aroused 
energy of the Nation is necessary to bring the 
confedeiacy of railroads into submission to 
lawful authority and intoa respect for the rights 
of the people?

DR. DE WOLF ON SMALL-POX.’ 

Dr. J. M. Hall, of the Chicago Health Depart- 
meat, read a paper prepared by Dr. Oscar 
C. De Wolf. Health Commissioner of that city, 
on “The Results of Attempting to Check the 
Area of Small-Pox in Chicago.” The main 
points in Dr. De Wolf's paper are as follows: 
One hundred and forty-seven thousand immi- 
grants have been received at and distributed 
from Chicago during the year 1880. Unlike ports 
of entry on the seaboard, where these strangers 
may be quarantined and provided for until 
ready to go forward, Chicago receives them in 
their transit to the Northwest from four differ- 
ent lines of railroad, and permits them to dis- 
perse themselves about the city at their pleas- 
ure. The passage frum European ports is now 
so rapidly made that the individual may con- 
tract smali-pox two days 3 to taking ship at 
Bremen (for example) and find himself in Chi- 
cago before the period of eruption has arrived. 
Iu this manner small-pox has been brought to 
Chicago six times during the past year. Again, 
Chicugo bas received as a permanent accession 
to her population 30,000 souls each year since 


877. 

This cosmopolitan multitude of immigrant and 
citizen, renewed each year, environs this city 
with a peculiar peril when exposed to incursions 
of small-pox, and should be remembered in a 
review of the subject, as applied to Chicago. 

Asa basis for the discussion of the subject 
and a statement of the views I entertain, an 
methods employedin this city for preventing 
the spread of smull-pox,I offer the followmhg 
propositions which may form a conclusion to 
this note: 

1. All physicians and householders should be ro- 
quired by law to report on first knowledge to 
the proper authorities all cases, or suspected 
cases, of sinall- pox. 

2. When from local conditions, or general 
prevalence of the disease in locations accessible 
to our population, there is reason to fear a 
troublesome invasion of the disease, every case 
discovered before the suppurative stage sbouid 
be removed to the hospital; and every house in 
which a patient is found at a period too late for 
removal—i. e., after the süppurative period has 
commenced—should be continuously guarded 
by a police officer until the patient is dead or 
dismissed from surveillance. 

3. The followmg precautions should be taken 
in regard to disinfection: a The body, imme- 
diataly after death, should be wrapped in a sheet 
saturated with a 50 per cent solution of carbolic 
acid, closely coffined, and buried under police 
direction. (b) ‘The house, furniture, and cloth- 
ing fron: which the dead or living have been ro- 
moved should be fumigated with sulphurous 
acid gas, or chlorine gas, and remain under po- 
lice observation for eight hours. (c) The con- 
valescent, before ieaving hospital or domicile, 
should receive several warm disinfecting baths, 
paying especial attention to the hair, and, if 
from the hospital, all clothing should be per- 
fectiy fresh or fumigated. 

4. When general infection is feared, general 
Vaccination should be compulsory, and rigor- 
ously executed, if necessary by police power. 

Lam of the opinion that Chicago has escaped 
an epidemic of small-pox twice during the past 
four years by a faithtul execution, tothe utmost 
detail, of tho above program, altbough in one 
instance (1878) | received more censure, from a 


portion of the press and some citizens, than for 
any sanitary service I ever performed, one daily 


paper counseling the citizens to “shoot down 
the health officers like dogs if private domi- 
ciles were invaded. 

The results, however, justified the means, and 
compliments all around terminated the labor. 

There have been but three instances during 
the past four years, so far as I am informed, of 
failure to report cases of smail-pox. On each 
occasion the attending physician was brought 
before the Courts and fined $50. 


ON RECEIPT OF NOTICE OF SMALL-POX, 


a medical officer is immediately dispatched to 
investigate the case, and if in his judgment re- 
moval is proper he telephones the fact to the 
ceutral office, and the ambulance is hastened to 
tne location. The isolation of the afflicted by 
removal to hospital was in some instances in 
1878 strenuously opposed by patient or family, 
who insisted that under our form of constitu* 
tional government such removal, when com- 
pulsory. was a violation of the law. and incon- 
sistent with the preservation of personal liberty. 

In my opinion, the power delegated to the 
municipal authorities by the ordinance of 1877, 
prepared by Corporation-Counsel (now Judge) 
Anthony, of Chicago, is beneficent and salutary. 
The propriety in all cases; and the absolute 
necessity in many, of the isolation secured by the 
hospital is too well understood by this body to 
require discussion. On several occasions it bus 
been necessary to call upon the police force for 


aid in removing a patient, but in all cases re- 


moval was made when attempted. 

[have sought to overcome this opposition by 
supplying such accommodations at the hospital 
as would command the attention and approval 
of all persons admitted, and with such success 
that during the past year all citizens afflicted 
with this loathsome disease have demanded as 
a right to be admitted to the hospital. ‘To this 
date (Nov. 15) there have been reported in the 
city, during the year, 191 cases of smali-pox, 182 
have been removed to the Hospital, and nine 
have been quarantined athome. Of this num- 
3 thirty-one have died,—about 16.2 per 

nt. 

The nine cases remaini at home were con- 
tinuously guarded by police officers, who had 
entire control of the domicile, superintending 
ali going in and coming out, until the case 
passed from observation. 

In case of death, the body is treated and the 
funeral conducted as before indicated. 

When the ambulance ‘is ordered to the house 
to remove a case of small-pox it is accompanied 
by an ollicer who is assigned to the duty of 
fumigation, 

He carries a leather pannier which contains 
packages of brimstone, rolls of stout papér 
three inches wide, a pot of paste with brush. 
The rooms or section of house occupied by the 
patient are prepared for fumigation by raising 
the carpets and hanging on lines stretched 
across the room, on which is also hung 
all clothing, bedding, etc., supposed to be 
infected. The crevices about windows, doors, 
floor, or wherever found, are securely covered 
by the strips of paper. A tub-containing two or 
three inches of water is placed in each room, 
into which a shallow iron vessel is deposited, on 
bricks, which raise the vessel just above the 
surface of the water. A sufficient quantity of 
brimstone is thrown into the vessel, and two 
ounces of alcohol sprinkled upon it to insure 
combustion. Fire is applied, and the fumigator 
retires, pasting the door of exit on the outside. 
He remains in charge of the house eight hours. 

the house is small. or the entire house needs 
fumjgating, the occupants are removed for the“ 
operation. 

This process has proved entirely satisfactory. 
Sulphurous acid gas is preferred to chlorine xuùs 
because of its cheapness and the ease and cer- 
tainty with which it can be generated. 

The convalescent, before leaving the hospital 
or domicile, receives several baths or scrubbings 
in a warm 5 per cent solution of carbolic acid, 
especial uttention being paid to the head. All 
clothing, before leaving the hospital, is thor- 
oughly fumigated in the close brick fumigating- 
chamber connected with the institution.

THE GRAIN-CARRYING CAPACITY. 

Repeated careful revisions by parties inter- 
ested have led to the discovery of a single omis- 
sion in the list of grain-carriers wintering bere 
printed by THe TRIBUNE yesterday, and the 
cause of the omission turns out to have been 
purely accidental. The vessel not included in 
the list was the schooner Wells Burt, with a 
carrying capacity of 53,000 bushels of corn. One 
or two vessel-agents are of the opinion that if 
8 cents and over per bushel are paid for winter 
storage and spring delivery at Buffalo, at 
least ten of the vessels classed as coarse freight- 
ers will take on cargoes of grain. The vessels so 
mentioned, inciuding the Burt, with their ton- 
nage and corn-carrying capacity, are as follows:

THE WISCONSIN HOP*TRADE. 


This Vear’s Crop Below the Average 
The Quality Good. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

BaRaBoo, Wis., Dec. 9.—The people of no 
other Western. State diversify their labor so 
much as the farmers of Wisconsin, and their 
thrift and enterprise lead them continually into 
new avenues to wealth and independence. 
Twenty-five years ago the southern portion of 
the State was famous as a spring-wheat grow- 
ing district, but the chinch-bug, the weavil, 
rust,and other enemies of that cereal have 


something more certain to bring better returns 
for labor. Consequently, the wheat-grower | 
of twenty odd years ago is now a 
hop-grower, a cheese-monger, a to- 
bacco-raiser, or a breeder of fine-wooled 
sheep. Some of the counties bordering 
on the Wisconsin River, notably Columbia, 
Sauk, Adams, and Juneau, and the more south- 
ern counties of Dane, Jefferson, and Rock, com- 
prise the hop-growing section of the State, and 
it was in these counties that the hop-fever raged 
so violently a few yearsago. About the time 
the Rebellion broke out hops brougnt 40 and 50 
cents a pound; those who had fields of hops, or 
yards,“ as they are called, already on the 
ground, got rich from the avails of one crop, 
and everybody on the light, sandy soil so well 
adapted to hop-culture went wild over the pros- 
pective big bonanza that was to be in hops. 
Everybody bought more of that sort of land on 
credit, set out more hops, ran in debt for every- 
thing they wanted, and the buyer expected to 
pay tor all with hops at 40 cents a pound. 

t course the supply was soon in excess of the 
demand; hops fell in price from 40 to 6 cents 
the pound, and ruin, bankruptcy, and hard 
times followed. Some of these speculators lost 
all, sold out and went West to try their fortune 
over again, wiser and sadder men. Others less 
deeply in debt fought it out on that line and 
stuck to hop-raising. Lager-beer may now be 
regarded as oneof the staple productions of 
the State,—immense amounts of capital being 
already invested in its manufacture, aud the 
Milwaukee make is now become famous the 
worid over. It is as popular a beverage in some 
parts of America to-day as wine is in nee, or 
ale in England, and is undobtedly as healthy a 
drink as either. Good — are essential 
in its manufacture, and the hop crop is there- 
fore not only a matter of vital interest to the 
grower, but to the manufacturer of lager-beer, 
and incidentally to the vender and consumer. 
There bas been some excitementin the market 
recentiy owing to the report of short and dam- 
aged crops elsewhere in the hop-growing dis- 
tricts of the country. A thoroughly posted ho 
deaier is of the opinion that the average yield 
in Wisconsin for 1880 is much below that of pre- 
vious years, and that the total production will 
not exceed 10,000 bales, and may perbaps fall to 
8,000. The aggregate amount of the crop is one- 
third below that of 1879, but the quality is said 


to be much better than usual. The crops did 
not mature this year as earl as 
usual, and some growers  picke too 


early in the season, but those who held 
off until the hops had fully ripened are able to 
furnish the brewers with a perfect article. At 
the present time the Wisconsin grower is not 
disposed to sell bopsat the prices offered, be- 
cause he cannot see why New York hops should 
be quoted in the Milwaukee market at 23 and 25 
cents a pound and Wisconsin hops—that are 
equally as good—at 16 and 20, especially when the 
English market is so firm,—the quotation in the 
London market running from 30 to 60 cents per 
pound, according to quality and quantity. Last 
week 3,000 bales of hops were shipped from New 
York to Liverpool at a cost ranging from 15 to 
2 cents. As freight, insurance, and commis- 
sions do not cost more than three cents a pound, 
the American hop-grower can compete with the 
English farmerin the London market and make 
money at the business.

FEMALE SUFFRAGE IN TEXAS. 


By a Biunder of the Revisers. 
New York Herald, Dec. &. 
= Do the advocates of female suffrage know that 
they have at last got their way in one of the 
largest States in the Union? 

In adopting what is called a revision, but 
which is for the most part only a republication 
of their statutes, the last Legislature of Texas 
reénacted so much of Art. 6, Secs. 1 and 2 of the 
Constitution, as follows: 

ART. 1,687. The following persons shall not 
be allowed to vote—to wit: 

1. Idiots and lunatics. 

2. All paupers supported by any county. 

3. All persons convicted of any feiony. 

4. All solders, marines, and seamen employed 
— the service of the army or navy of the Butted 

states. 

Art. 1.688. Every male person who is subject 
to neither of the disqualificutions named in the 
preceding article, who shall have attained the 
uge of 21 years, and who shall be a citizen of the 
United States, and who shall have resided in the 
State for one year next preceding an election, 
and the last six months within the district or 
county in which he offers to vote, shall be 
deemed a qualified voter.—Revised Statutes of 
Texas, p. 252, Arts. 1,687, 1,688. 

By reénacting the precise words of the Con- 
stitution the Legislature authorized the pre- 
sumption that the sections incorporated ‘as 
articles were meant to be construed to be “ civil 
statutory enactments.” Indeed, as they are 
neither common (i. e. unwritten) law nor equity, 
even had they not been re@nacted, could they 
be held to be other than “civil statutory en- 
actments”? Fundamental or organic law, when 
adopted as written law, is statute law. The 
fact that it is made by the people by means of 
delegates, and is not amendable or repealabie as 
ordinary acts of the Legislatures are, does not 
cause it to be more or less than a comparatively 
permanent and higher grade of statutory law. 

The Legislature, atthe same time, provided

From the above extracts it is manifest that 
female suffrage has been introduced in Texas. 
It was probabiy done inadvertently; neverthe- 
less it is now thelaw. Though this assernon

the contrary. What will the next ature of 
Texas do about it? Will it seek to get rid of te- 
male suffrage, or will it suffer it to go into 
practical operation?
